The Road to Serfdom 


Speaking at Morrisburg, Ontario, Hon. 
Humphrey Mitchell stated the case plainly 
when he said the political struggle now 
developing in Canada is a struggle between 

_ those who believe in freedom for the in- 
dividual and those who, inadvisedly, would 
place the people of the Dominion in the 
iron grip of the state. 

This situation is not peculiar to Can- 
ada. In most other countries the same 
issue is up for decision. Democracy versus 
totalitarianism, that is the question. Party 
names differ, the rival creeds are differ- 
ently defined, but these terms sufficiently 
identify the parties to the controversy and 
the ideas they represent. The one denotes 
an order in which the individual controls 
the state; the other a set-up in which the 
state controls the individual 

Canadians just now are having a taste 
of state-control of the individual. They 
don’t like it. Not one person in ten would 
want the system contin beyond the 
time when it can be gradually dispensed 
with. People in the Dominion prefer to 
choose their own occupations, live their 

own lives, follow their own bent, and have 
a chance to reap whatever rewards they 
may be able to secure through initiative 
and industry. To be a guinea pig for poli- 
ticians to experiment on is not a role that 
appeals to the average Canadian.
